Council talked for tw o hours last 
night, with all th e members present 
i except Burton and H ornell, and any 
difference* which th a t body and Solic­ 
itor Clark m ight have had in the past 
were thoroughly and completely dis 


I cussed. 
T h e ordinance establishing grade 
lines on C hestnut 
street was not 
placed on final reading because E n ­ 
gineer George w anted tile Committee 
to have a glance a t th e street. 
A 
communication from Messrs. B irk en 
and Morris asked th a t Indiana ave­ 
nue be graded. 
They argued th a t the 
street was only aiiout tw o blocks in 
length, and lf the grading was done 
at present council would save money, 
as they would perm it th e d irt to 
be 
hauled 
over 
their 
lots 
to 
Minerva 
street, 
where 
it 
can 
he 
used 
for 
filling 
purposes. 
It was referred to street com m ittee. 
II. Yoffe, of Beaver Falls, wrote to 
ask under w hat conditions he could 
open a pawn broker’* shop in this 
place. 
T he solicitor said th at the 
law did not define the am ount of 
license here, b u t It was $25 in other 
cities of ()hlo, and th e letter was laid 
away. 
Fire com m ittee was not ready 
to report on th e purchase of ex­ 
tinguishers 
although 
some 
let­ 
ters were 
a t 
hand. 
and 
Chief 
Adam 
made 
his 
report. 
Ile 
praised the firemen for their vigilance 
reciting th a t while there had been 
seven fires in the month, no great 
damage was done. Ile mentioned the 
frozen plug on Seventh street and 
th a t it had been fixed, and called a t­ 
tention to the big bell being frozen so 
th a t firemen could 
not hear 
the 
alarm, b ut citizens len t their aid in­ 
stead. 
Ile had Inspected the system, 
and 
found some dangerous places 
which had all been fixed. 
T h e report 
of the water trustees showed receipts 
for the m onth ending Jan. 20 to be 
$1,250.84, and the expenses $1,119.70, 
leaving a balance of $7,204.71. 
T h e bills before council, b u t not on 
the payroll, were taken up, the first 
being th a t of Solicitor Clark for 1352 
for codifying the ordinances, and the 
mandam us bill of $50, together with 
HIO 
for 
extra services. 
As the 
bill 
for 
codifying 
was 
old, 
it 
was soon 
added 
to 
th e 
payroll, 
a little m atter which so pleased the 
solicitor th a t he was willing to let 
the other go over. 
But Doctor Mar­ 
shall did not w ant it th a t way. pre­ 
ferring to see tile bill oq th e roll or 
entirely off. 
He wanted to have the 
motion read which was made the 
night the bills were referred back to 
the Ixia rd of health, and th e clerk did 
it, showing th a t Horwell and Kent 
were the only members of council op­ 
posed 
to 
the 
move. 
Marshall 
continued 
th a t th e question 
which 
bothered was w hether the referring 
back rejected the bills. 
“ I made th a t 
motion in order to have those bills 
properly certified 
and 
corrected.'' 
T h e solicitor said 
th a t legally It 
m ight mean th a t council did not in­ 
tend to pay the bills, to which M ar­ 
shall 
retorted th a t some one had 
sworn th a t council refused to pay Hie 
Dills when they were simply referred 
back for correction, 
lie thou gh t th a t 
council 
bad 
this 
legal 
right, 
and 
such 
being 
the 
case 
Mr. 
Clark 
should 
look 
to 
the 
board of 
health 
for 
his 
money. 
! He believed th a t the board of health 
would pay the bill before they would 
let it go into court. T he solicitor said 
th a t he had no further explanation to 
m ake believing th a t it was a m a tte r 
of judgm ent with council. 
Then he 
poured a little oil on the troubled 
waters by saying th a t there was no 
ill-feeling between council and the 
board 
of 
health. 
Marshall 
said 
th a t he objected because th e 
bill 
was 
radically 
wrong, 
and 
he 
believed th e solicitor knew it while 
the sentim ent 
of 
council plainly 
showed it. 
He knew there was not a 
councilman 
who 
would object 
to 
spending the last dollar for health 
purposes, but tie did uot consider the 
bill of the solicitor was for health pur­ 
poses. 
“ We have been vindicated by 
th e press, the people and th e Jury.and 
I think th a t is enough. 
T he m an­ 
dam us proceedings were unnecessary 
and uncalled for, and I feel more like 
going down into our pockets to go to 
law rather than pay the bill.” 
Solicitor Clark said th a t he earned 
th a t money, and it was not all his 
a a ho umiiiri ho comnelled to nay 


some of It out when he did get It. 
Marshall know this. and Swindell* 
said he felt like the doctor 
In proof 
that th e board of health did not do 
right he had noticed that all the 
bills 
now 
came 
to 
claims 
com­ 
m ittee plainly certified by tho clerk. 
Before the litigation no one took the 
trouble to think of certification. 
T he 
solicitor said th a t th e state board had 
asked for a eopv of the proceedings In 
the case. but Marshall Interrupted by 
asking if they wanted to see the mo­ 
tion on council's minute book, which, 
In 
a 
measure, took 
away the ef­ 
fect of 
the 
solicitor’s 
assertion. 
Owen expressed this same sentim ent, 
and Clark said th a t lie did not w ant 
council to pay his hill lf It was not 
properly certified. 
T hen Owen ended 
the discussion by moving t h a t th e bill 
be not placed on tile roll, but be laid 
over 
for 
Investigation. 
Marshall 
seconded, and the motion carried. T h e 
other bill proved to be 111® costs in 
the Caroline Sm ith and McFadden 
cases, and was ordered put on the 
roll. 
The bill of the light Company fur 
$417.83 and $lt> 25 for Incandescents 
was the next bone of contention, and 
gave ample room for discussion, 
ll 
had been laid over from claims com­ 
mittee, as there had been no report 
from th e pollee. 
T he company had 
been provided with reports, and the 
com m ittee th o u g h t t h a t was not the 
right thing to do. 
Owen said those 
reports could he used In court to d e ­ 
feat council should It corno to a suit, 
and Marshall left th e beaten pat h of 
the argum ent to point out that Fast 
End was deprived of light half the 
time. 
If th a t was ' ^ ‘trifling defeat.” 
he did not w ant to see any of the gen­ 
uine quality. 
Should th e company

he wanted no more "trilling defects.”

A lthough the suspicion Of m urder 
in the mysterious d eath of David 
Budgers still lingers iu the minds of 
Irondale 
people, th e prospects are 
th at It will am ount to nothing. 
A t th e Inquest held bv Squire Nor­ 
ris. of Yellow ( reek township, at th e 
T aggart residence, there were a n um ­ 
ber of witnesses examined, hut n o th ­ 
ing of a startlin g nature came to 
light. 
Jason H ickm an testified t hat 
he 11ad found the body at, the foot Of 
T ag g a rt’s hill lying OO the right side 
of the road and partially aero** the 
highway; coat and overcoat were off; 
legs draw n un; Could see lo snow 
where body had rolled away from 
overcoat; cap was lying alongside over 
coat; Mr. Hickm an's son cam e home 
about 9 or lo o'clock, and had been 
drinking as witness smelled liquor on 
him. 
Ile did not see dead man's coni 
panions; Ills son was alm ost frozen. 
Dallas P lttenger testified th a t when 
lie saw Rodger’s body It 
was w ith 
head lying on right arm ; there was 
blood on collar of Overcoat and lapel 
Of undercoat: marks in snow a* lf 
horse had run off: couldn't tell lf there 
were signs of scuffle there or not , snow 
being tram pled bard; saw signs of 
scuffle in one or two places; first place 
was about IO feet from Rodger's body; 
second place hands had clawed th e 
snow. 
Jam es Dennis testified that 
t here were signs of scrambling along 
in the snow, and aftt*r exam ining th e 
places 
very closely had 
discovered 
signs 
of 
considerable 
struggling. 
Mrs David Rodgers, w ifeo f tile de­ 
ceased, testified t h a i th e family Of 
William Jones, who was with lier hus­ 
band on the fatal trip. lived nextdoor 
toller: Mrs. Jones came to her at 8:45 
th a t night and said Jones had come 
home: Mrs Rodgers asked where her 
husband was and Jones replied that he 
was "all right, coming borne with 
Tolley and Hickman;" also th a t he 
was "pretty full." 
Rodgers, his wife 
said, often got drunk, hut never to her 
knowledge was he so intoxicated that 
In* could not rise when he had fallen; 
he had 70 cents when he startl'd for 
Lisbon; nothing of value had been 
found 
on 
his 
body or 
returned 
toller; his overcoat was frozen, with 
snow and blood on It; there was also 
blood where he put his hands In his 
coat pockets. 
Isaac 
Dennis said he 
m et H ickm an on th e Steubenville 
road riding a horse; Tolley was lead­ 
ing a horse; H ickm an said he had 
been in a small w reekjthls was a b o u ts 
o’clock cm th e 
nig ht 
of 
Rodgers’ 
death. 
B enjam in H ickm an said all 
of Die party had been drinking freely, 
b u t had had only th ree drinks before 
leaving Lisbon; he knew of no quar­ 
rel. 
William Jones stated th a t th e 
crowd had been drinking; three of 
them had half-pint bottle* of whisky 
when they left Lisbon, b ut they had 
not quarreled. 
George Tolly 
was 
the last witness exam ined by Hie 
squire, ills testimony was practically 
the same as th a t of th e others, except 
th a t lie had been th e last one to sec 
Rodgers; b e le ft him standing by the 
broken sled and shouted back asking 
him when he was coming. 
Rodgers 
answered th a t he was all rig ht and 
would be along soon 
T his ended the 
inquest. 
Squire Norris, acting coroner, was 
In the city today visiting his son, Dr 
VV. T. Norris. 
Ile stated t h a t th e 
tim e for giving his decision would be 
governed bv the prospects for securing 
new evidence. 
If m atters did not 
t u r n o u t a s promised he would likely 
render an opinion today.
